Yefterday arriv’d from Holland the Mail of Tuef- 
day laft.

| HE 5th of this Month, the King arri- 

vig at Tortuera the laft Place in Ca- 

é ftile, was met there by the Deputies 
of the Lordfhip of Molina and by a 

very great Number of People, who 

after having paid their Submiffions to his Majefty, 
follow’d him to the Palace with great Acclamations. 
The 6th the King went to Ufet, and om the Frontier, 
at his Entring Arragon, was met by the Viceroy of 
that Kingdom the Count de Sant Iftevan de Gor- 
maz, the Regent and the other Minifters of the Au- 
dience, the Deputies of the Companies, and other 
principal Officers, who kifs'd his Majefty’s Hand, 
and afterwards follow’d him on his Journey, which 
was made tirefom by the Wind and Snow. On Sun- 
day the 7th the King arriv’d at Daroca, and the In- 
habitants gave all poffible Demonftrations of their 
Joy and Loyalty, He found there the Syndics of the 
Deputation of Arragon, as alfo the Deputies of 
the City and Chapter of Saragoffa, whom he re- 
ceiv’d with particular Marks of Favour. The Mar- 
quis d’Alcazar and Don Pedro de Piedrafita prefented 
to im a Letter from the Deputation, full of Affu- 
rances of the Loyalty of the Arragonians, and in 
articular of the Inhabitants of the City of Saragoffa, 
The King return’d an Anfwer to it the next Day, 
commending their Zeal for his Service, and acquaint- 
ing them that being unwilling to lofe Time to go in 
Perfon to oppofe the Enterprizes of the Enemy and 
the Rebels, he could not pafs through Saragoffa as 
he intended. The King proceeding on bis Journey 
arriv'd the 13th at Hijar. And we have fince had 
Advice, that his Majefty was arriv’d at Cafpe,where 
was the Marfhal de Theffe. The Bifhop of Murcia 
augments his Troops confiderably, and has fo ani- 
mated the Clergy of his Diocefs by bis Exhortations 
and Example, that the Chapter of the Cathedral of 
Murcia has given 30000 Reals and 3000 Meafures 
of Oats, and the Secular Clergy has furnifh’d 50000

laid great Taxes on the Townfmen for defrayi 
thofe Expences, and for making new 
hear the Levies at Barcelona go on fo flowly, that 
the Collonels of the Deputation and of the City have 
no more yet than 120 Meneach. ‘The Ship call'd 
our Lady of the Rofary, richly laden from Buenos 
Ayres, arriv’d the 9th at St. Sebaftians, 

Perpignan, March 19. The 13th Inftant, 8 Spani- 
ards and a Spanifh Lady came hither from Barcelo- 
na ; and reported, that there were in that Place burt 
4 or 500 Men of regular Troops, and that they were 
in great Want of Provifions: That the Archduke 
complain’d of the Earl of Peterborow’s ftaying in 
Valencia with the beft Troops, while his Enemies 
were advancing into Catalonia: And that having 
held a Council, moft of thofe who affifted at it ad- 
vis'd him to retire into the Kingdom of Valencia. 
The Officers and Soldiers that remain’d here, fer out 
the 15th, with the reft of the Baggage, Horfes, 
Mules, Provifions, and Artillery, for the Camp at 
Toroella de Mongri, where they are arriv'd. They 
write from that Camp, that the Catalonians and Mi- 
quelets that are return’d to Obedience having offer’d 
to bear Arms for their lawful Soveraign, 40 Com- 
panies of them were levying, whereof 34 were al- 
ready form’d. A great Number of Tartans and 
Barks are arsivd at Rofez, whither they have 
broughe above 20000 Sacks of Meal and 1oo900 
Rations of Bifcuit. They are to be follow’d by a 
great Number of other Veffels laden with Provifions 
and Ammunition.

M.de Polaftron, who advanc'd before 
them hither the 16th in the Night with 1000 Fufi- 
leers, find fome Englifh and Miquelets 
here, but there were none.. The Chevalier Asfeld, 
with 6 Battallions and 6 Squadrons, came the 15th 
to Bucaroles, and the 16th continuing his March a- 
long the Cinca arriv’d in the Neighbourhood of this 
Place. King Philip V broke up the 17th from Cafpe, 
with the Horfe, Baggage, and Artillery confifting 
only of Field-Pieces, and lay that Night at Pegnalao; 


the 18th in the Evening he arriv’d here. This Morn- % 


ing the Marfhal de Theffe march’d from hence with 
a Detachmen of Foot and Horfe, to view the 
Ground about Aytona on the Segra, near which Place 
tis defign’d to lay a Bridge : He will leave that De- 
tachment there under the Command of a Lieutenant 
General, and return hither to Night. The King. 
will continue here till the faid Bridge is made ; the 
Boats for making it aré not yet arriv’d, but are ex- 
pected to Night and will be {ent forward to the Se- 
gra to morrow.

brought Advice, thar M. de Legal having had a 
‘Conference at, Rofez with the Count de Touloufe, 
defign’d to march this Morning towards Barcelona ; 
and that the Count de Touloufe will’ fail from the 
Bay of Rofez to morrow for Barcelona. To Day 
came Advice that 2000 armed Men, of the Diftrict 
of Vich, are adyanc’d to St. Lawrence de Cerda 
within 6 Miles of this Place, and are levying Con- 
tributions there and in the adjacent Country ; where- 
upon M. de Quinfon our Governour is drawing toge- 
ther fome Militia, in order to march againft them, 
From the Amft. & Leid. Gaz. & Ancw. Cour Apr. 6. 
Madid, March 17. The 13th of this Month, the 
Queen went to the Cafa del Campo, to fee fome 
Troops that are co march to Eftramadura exercife. 
Her Majefty has recciv’d Advice by an Exprefs of 
‘the King’s Afrival at @afpe ; but that his Majefty 
is very much difpleas’d that in all his Journey thi- 
ther he had nor one Free-Gift made to him, except 
by the Bithob of Signenza, and that of no greater 
Value than 2060 Crowns. Wehave Advice, that 
the Encmy fortify Lerida with great Diligence, and 
that Prince Henrv’of Darmftad is with a Body of 
Troops in the Neighbourhood of that Place; the 
Enemy are likewife ftrengthening the Fortifications 
of Monzon and Balaguer. The laft Letters from 
the Kingdom of Valencia fay the Eat! of Peterbo- 
row was in the City of Valencia ftill, bat was pre- 
paring to match to make a Diverfion in Favour of 
King Charles: They add thac that General having 
agreed with the Count de las Torres, upon an Ex- 
change of Prifoners, that Exchange had been made 
at Fuente di Higguera. The Enemy keep Men at 
work on the Fortifications of Valencia. The Troops 
of the Bithops of Murcia and Origuela having al- 
moft all abandon’d them, they are endeavouring to 
raife others in their Dioceffes, and for that purpofe 
have demanded a certain Sum of Money of the E- 
ftates of Murcia. The Duke of Berwick is not yer 
fer dut from hence for Eftramadura, but will be go- 
ing very fpeedily, Advice being come that the Por- 
tugueze are. abour to enter Spain, and that fome of 
their Detachments have already pafs’d the Guadiana. 
An Exprefs from Cadix has brought an Account, 
thar the Flora and Galleons for new Spain, confitting 
of 32 Ships, fail’d from thence the 9ch of this 
Month, under the Convoy of 7 Fremch Privateers 
of from 18 co 36 Guns; which are to fee them 
fome Leagues beyond the Canaries, and then go in 
Queft of the Portugueze Fleet homeward bound 
from Brafil.
